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TO CORRESPONDENTS. 


Correspondents will greatly oblige by observing as far as possible 
the following points in making out their orders. 

All orders should be legibly written out on a separate sheet, and 
not mixed up with the body of the letter, thereby saving me a great deal 
of trouble, and tending to prevent mistakes. 


Articles furnished at the prices named only when numbers specified 
are taken. Six will be furnished at the dozen rate; fifty at the hundred 
rate, and five hundred at the thousand rate. 


Where particular varieties are ordered, and particular ages and 
sizes of trees, kind of stock, etc., it should be stated whether, and to 
what extent, substitution will be allowed in case the order cannot be 
filled to the letter. Where no instructions in this respect accompany 
the order, I shall feel at liberty to substitute other varieties as nearly 
similar as possible. If the selection of varieties is left entirely to me, I 
shall endeavor to send only such sorts as are acknowledged to give 
general satisfaction. 


To avoid errors, state by which route they wish the plants to be 
forwarded; otherwise I will send them as I deem best for the purchaser. 

All trees and plants are carefully and securely packed in the best 
manner, for which a small charge is made sufficient to cover cost of 
material used. No charge will be made for the delivery of packages 
to the railroad and steamer or express office. Also, ali plants will be 
delivered free of charge in the City of San Francisco. 


All plants which are grown in pots, when ordered to be shipped to 
a distance, will be removed from the pots and securely balled in moss. 
If customers desire to have them shipped in pots, I must not be held 
responsible for the breaking of pots while in transit. 


All articles are at the risk of the purchaser after being shipped. 
I must not be held responsible for any loss or delay that may occur 
through the negligence of the forwarder. 

Orders from unknown correspondents must be accompanied by the 
cash or satisfactory reference. Orders to be sent C. O. D. must be 
accompanied by at least one-half the amount in cash; otherwise they 
will receive no attention. 

My customers are requested to notify me immediately of any error 
that may be committed in filling their order, so that the same may 
be rectified, as I desire to give satisfactory dealing to all who favor me 
with their orders.
